I write for different 
and separate purposes. 

Thu first is to let you know that if you have need for any subject matter expertise 
or information in connection with any aspect of fir. Laser' s letter or enclosures, I can 
provide it. 

Xhe second is to let the ACLU know that the douse ag also got James Sari 

Ray to sign a waiver including ne. I conducted the investigations that led to the 
successful habeas corpus effort and for the two weoka of evidentiary gg in Ka 7 v 
BOSS of October 1S94. If as I do not now expect the committee also tries to subpoena 
my records, which are considerably tore extensive than iip. Lesar' 3 , I would like to 
be able to ask the ACLU for assistance. 

In the summer of 1966 I did approach the AC 117 for as- i stance in obtaining suppressed 
records relating to r.ho investigation of President Kennedy. David Isbell tock parts of 
several days to go to the National Archives with me for me to show him cortain unpublished 
materials. I gather than the experience was sonowkat frightening becassc he referred me 
to ACLU counsel who would aid me if the FBI camo after me. I lost my wallet and now do 
not recall that lawyer's name. (T& ACLU then never responded to ny request that it 
provide assistance in what is now known as 70IA matters. The law was not yet effective 
when I made the request.) 

Rather t an using the strong-arm means Hr. Isbell appears to have envisioned the 
FBI reported tot the moat vicious fabrications relating to ny wife and me uai out 
associations, as I have learned from extremely limited and long-stonewalled compliance 
with ny PA requests. Like converting religious gatherings into celebrations of the 
Raauian revolution and making widespread distributions, from the President down. And 
having me conspiring with J.J.dtoner to defame the F3I when in 196‘J I gave the Deport- 
ment accurate representations of what wo now know as the FBI's Cointolpro operations and 
specifically ox’ the nature now in the papers over the Informant Rose. 

I am not loved by either tho FBI or the committee, having rethbircof festively exposed 
both. It is I, not some I magi n ary CIA operation of which Hark Lune prates, who provided 
the Washington Post and the Now Yoifc Tioos with the accurate information regarding what 
these new McCarthy! tea were up to. A his was not easy for na because I was the first, in 
early 1565* to call for a Congressional invest!, ration. I believo it is cy exposures that 
drove the committee into star chambers which it now protends are to protect the innocent. 
(While it looks.) 

Hr. Lose r referred to Ur. IaPrade. Whether in connection with Mr. Leaar's letter or 
for other purpose you may want to know that I have FBI reooUda relating to hr. LsPrade. 
Not in pritectigg us all from terrorists. Ho was part of the extensive FBI operations 
against %. Kig when he was ABAC in Milwaukee and was in charge of the surveillances. 

I am without doubt that he was in charge of black-bag Jobe against the Ray family when 
he was 3a£ in St. Louis, from the records I have. When none of tho family would "co- 
operate"/ with the FBI, which m ant say what it wanted to bear, it sought to force State 
prosecution**. I have theso records also*
